FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, 1960 edition of the "New York Times", a daily 
New York City newspaper, carried a full page advertisement captioned 
"What is Really Happening in Cuba?" The article maintained that 
the United States press has made certain charges against Cuba which 
are not true and the Fair Play for Cuba Committee ..was organized -to 
tell the truth about Cuba in the interest of fair 'play • The adver- 
tisement closes with a note which states "This public appeal for' 
fair play, for- Cuba has the support of a group of thinking individuals 
holding a variety of political persuasions, representing no one but . 
themselves , linked, here by a single common concern for the Over- 
riding principle of justice, which is always an issue whenever 
partisan interests clash with simple truth."

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 
CHICAGO CHAPTER ' - 


A source advised in October, 1960, that the Chicago Chapter 
of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) was formed during the 
summer' of 1960 at Chicago, Illinois, under the direct guidance and 
leadership of RICHARD CRILEY, a member of thesState Committee, 
Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. The Chicago Chapter, FPCC, 
maintains no headquarters at Chicago, but receives mail through Post 
Office Box 4555, Chicago 80, Illinois. Its meetings are held in 
public halls or homes of individual members. 

A second source, in August, 1960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, "What is Really Happening in Cuba?", distributed by the 
FPCC, Post Office Box .4555, Chicago 80, Illinois. The alms and ^ 
purposes of the FPCC as set forth in this leaflet include the 
following; "To disseminate the truth, to combat untruth; to 
publish and distribute factual information which the United States 
mass media suppresses. In general, to contribute to foundations for: 
peace, friendship and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban ^ 
people." The leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these 
aims; ( "By mailing of informational bulletins; organizing public 
meetings and forums; providing speakers, movies and slides for 
meetings of interested organizations; placing ads in newspapers; to . 
visit Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are." 


The first source added that at a meeting of the Chicago 
Chapter, FPCC, held in Chicago. on July 28, I960, it was mentioned 
that the membership dues in the FPCC were $5 per year and it was 
decided by those present at the meeting that payment of the $5 dues 
would entitle one to dual membership in the national organization 
as well as the Chicago Chapter. 

This same source advised that as of October, 1960, this 
Committee continued to exist, with the same- aims and purposes and 
under the same direction. 

The CP, USA has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order #10450.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6, I960, edition of “The New York Times” 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, “What . 
is Really Happening in Cuba”, placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York* City, listed various sponsors of the 
Committee and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate “the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize the distorted American 
press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 19til, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one of the 
organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH identified ROBERT 
TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC and said TABER drafted the 
aforementioned FPCC advertisement. Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further 
testified that he and TABER obtained $3,500 from the Cuban Goy^rn™ 
ment through the son of Cuba’s Foreign Minister, which funds? 
along with about $1,100 collected from supporters of the FPCC# 
paid for the. cost of aforementioned advertisement in “The New 
York Times". 

On October 3, I960, a source advised that the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become active in the FPCC, 
and that SWP members, in a recent FPCC election, had. been able 
to remove several Communist Party (CP) members who v Were on the 
Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of the organization. 
This source asserted that the SWP members believed . that they had 
achieved . p. great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised that PHTL 
BART , National Organizational Secretary and member of the Natibnai 
Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly stated recently that the FPCC 
had been captured by the Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given 
up in the FPCC. ' 

The SWP and the CP, USA have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive Or dor 
#10450. • 
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THE 26TH OP JULY MOVEMENT 


This movement is so named from the date, July 26, 
1953. On this date, FIDEL CASTRO led an unsuccessful attack- 
against the Cuban Army at Moncad© Barracks, Santiago de Cuba, 
Oriente Province, Cuba. Subsequently, CASTRO with 82 followers 
departed Mexico aboard the yacht ’’Gramma" and landed in 
Oriente Province about December 2, 1956, and from there waged 
guerrilla warfare against the Government of FULGENCIO BATISTA, 
then President ©f Cuba. On January 1, 1959, BATISTA fled' Cuba 
and sought asylum in the Dominican Republic. FIDEL CASTRO 
ascended to power and is now Prim© Minister of Cuba.

The mailing address for the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC), Chicago Chapter, is Post Office Box 4474, 
Chicago 80, Illinois. 

A source advised in October, 1960, that the Chicago 
Chapter of the FPCC was formed during the summer of 1960 at 
Chicago, Illinois, under the direct guidance and leadership 
of RICHARD CRILEY, a member of the State Committee, Communist 
Party (CP) of Illinois. 

A second source in August, 1960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, M What Is Really Happening in Cuba?," distributed by 
the FPCC, Post Office Box 4555, Chicago 80, Illinois. The aims 
and purposes of the FPCC as set forth in this leaflet include 
the following? "To disseminate the truth, to combat untruth; 
to publish and distribute factual information which the United 
States mass media suppresses. In general, to contribute' to 
foundations for peace, friendship, and understanding between 
ourselves and the Cuban people." The leaflets reflects the ■ 
FPCC plans to accomplish these aims; "By mailing of informa- 
tional bulletins; organizing public meetings and forums; 
providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings of 
interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are." 

The first source added that at a meeting of the 
Chicago Chapter, FPCC, held in Chicago on July 28, 1960, it 
was mentioned that the membership dues in the FPCC were $5 per 
year, and it was decided by those present at the meeting that 
payment of the $5 dues would entitle one to dual membership 
in the national organization as well as the Chicago Chapter. 

A third source advised that as of May, 1961, this 
Committee continued to exist, with the same aims and purposes, 
but .under the direction and leadership of former communists, 
members of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP), and others who 
are pro-CASTRO supporters.

A source advised on Hay 3.1,, 1962, that the mailing 
address for the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC), Chicago 
Chapter, is Post Office Box 4474, Chicago SO, Illinois. 

A second ©cure© advised in October, 1960, that the 1 
Chicago Chapter of the FPCC was forced during the summer of 
I960 ©t Chicago, Illinois, under the direct guidance and 
leadership of RICHARD CR1LBY, a member of the State 
Committee, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 

A third source in August, 1960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, "What Is Really Happening^ Cuba?," distributed by 
the FPCC, Post Office Box 4555, Chicago 80, Illinois. The aims 
and purposes of the FPCC as set forth in this leaflet include 
the followings "To disseminate the truth, to combat untruth; 
to publish and distribute factual information which the United 
States mass media suppresses. Is general, to contribute to 
foundations for peace, friendship, and understanding between 
ourselves and the Cuban people." The leaflet reflects the FPCC 
plans to accomplish these aimss "By mailing of informational 
bulletins; organising public meetings and forums ; providing 
speakers , movie®, and slides for meetings of interested organi- 
sations, placing ads in newspapers; t© visit Cuba and see for 
themselves what conditions really are." 

A fourth source advised that as of May 7, 1962, this 
Committee continued to exist, with the same aims and purposes, 
but under the direction and leadership of former communists, 
communist sympathisers, members of the {Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP), and others who are pr©“=CASSTR0 supporters.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times 1 ' 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" x --bfh neutralize 
the distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr.' CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself an3 ROBERT 
TABER as organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and 
TABER obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were 
applied toward - the cost of the aforementioned advertisement . 

On October 3, 1960, a source advised that tbe 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become active 
in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a FPCC election, had 
been able to remove several Communist Party (CP) members who 
were on the Executive Board of the FPCC. and jgain control, of 
the organization . 

A second source advised that pn announcement from 
National Head quarters of the SWP was made on Septembe r 24,1961, 
to the effect r l in tfce 

FPCC headquarters and was trying to break the SWP influence in 
the FPCC. 


Column 2, page 8, of the February 22, 1962, edition 
of "The New York Times" contains an article captioned, "Castro 
Backer Resigns," which announced that ROBERT TABER had resigned 
as Executive Secretary of the FPCC and as President of the 
Institute for the Improvement of Inter -American Relations, Inc. , 
whiph had organized the FPCC in April, 1960.
